I know that I am not the only one 
who grumbles about the condition of 
various things—rents in particular—in 
the Angel city. There are a good many 
people here whose moods are uot strict- 
ly angelic, suffering as they are from 
the unjust exactions of property own- 
ers, and I like to have people come out 
with a good healthy growl, such as I. G. 
O. uttered.in her ‘‘Raid on Rents’ in 
the Times of ycsterday, Her propbesy 
that ‘* some of the spoilers will be ‘left’ 
one of these days when the cold day, 
not unjustly dreaded, comes,”’ is full of 
congealed wisdom, and will surely have 
fuliillment if this unjust advance in 
rents continues. I am really a great 
admirer of Los Angeles, and I do not 
like to see her growth retarded through 
the pursuit of an unwise policy. I am 
a firm believer, too, in her possibilities 
forthe future, which are budding glo- 
riously now, if she herself does not de- 
stroy them. But she must remember 
that Los Angeles is not» allof Southern 
California, and that she has not got 
any monopoly of climate. The sun! 
shines, the birds sing, the sky is as 
blue and fair, the soil as rich and fruitful 
in other portions of Southern Califor- 
nia as here, and if new-comers cannot 
come to Los*Angeles without having 
their pockets filched by real estate own- 
ers and others, the State is wide and 
they wili go elsewhere. Better not wait 
until it’s too late, to find out the per- 
pendicilar correctness of this assertion. 

I compared rents in Washington City 
with those in Los Angeles, in my forin- 
er letter. The result was in favor of. 
Washingten. And what have cheap 
rents done for the capital city of the 
Nation—thet is, combined with other 
things? Why, it has expanded and 
grown like a green bay tree. Twenty 
years azo it was hardly more thana 
city of boarding houses, poor tenements 
and maguificent public buildings. — Its 
‘magnificent distances’’ stretched away 
over miles of uninviting streets, a capi- 
tal of which no great republic could well 
be prond.: But what is it today? ‘The 
handsoinest city on the continent—a 
city of palatial residences, of elegant 
brick blocks covering whole squares, of 
‘beautifully paved and weli-kept streets; 
acity of parks, and bronud tree-lined 
avenues, Where clerks aud other employés 
of the government, and the drifting 
Fpopulation which comes and goes, be- 
longing both to the middle and wealthier 
classes, can for a reasonable rental se- 
cure temporary homes in which are found 
every convenience and modern improve- 
ment, which are surrounded by beauty, 
and where all the advantages of an in- 
telligent, prosperous cosmopolitan city 
may be enjoyed. This condition of 
affuirs is what the intelligent foresight 
of the men of capital in that communi-. 
ty have brought about. Itisa result 
which a like intelligent foresight in this 
community may effect in Los Angeles. 
Shall we have it, or shall we kill the 
goose that lays the golden egg? _

GUR COREAN VISITORS. 


Their Houses and the Peopte—Their 
Habits and Clothing 
From U.S. Minister Foote’s letter.] 

The majority of the houses are sim- 
ply bovels with mud walls and floors 
aod thatched roofs. The better class 
of houses have stone foundations, in- 
-tersected with flues for heating pur- 
poses. Upon this foundation is a 
wooden building with tile roof, the 
floors, walls aud windows of which 
are lined with paper. The clothing of 
the common people is made inva- 
riably of cotton or lnen cloth and 
in winter is wadded. They wear 
upon their feet straw or twine sandals, 
with soles of rawhide, and upon ther 
heads conical-shaped hats made of 
horse hair. Their breeches are made 
very full and are divided below the 
knees and fastened at the ankles. Over 
this a long, loose robe is worn, with 
flowing sleeves. The people seem to 
be a hardy, vigoroafs, well-formed 
race, of medium stature, and while the 
yellow skin, almond-shaped eyes and 
biack hair of the Mongolian race pre- 
vail, men with light hair and beard 
aud blue eyes are sometimes~ seen. 
The beard is suffered to grow and the 
hair is never shorn, but it 1s tied in 
knot on top of the head. | 

The wages paid to the laboring 
classes approximate to fifteen cents per 
day, and to the artisan. perhaps twen- 
ty-five cents per day. Slavery is said, 
to exist in a modified form and is even 
sometimes voluntary, a$ thus the poor 
man escapes extortion ‘and oppression. 
The artisans and many classes of la-. 
borers, however, belong to powerful 
organizations or guilds, by which 
means they maintain a degree of inde- 
pendencé and enforce their rights. 
Crime is severely punished and ques- 
tions involving civil rights are decided 
by the courts. The women, married 
and unmarried, are keptin great seclu- 
sion. The Corean nobleman, if his 
means will permit, maintainsa degree 
of state surrounded by -his retainers 
and goes forth to make his cails of 
ceremony in his sedan chair, dressed 
in silken robes, accompanied by a reti- 
nue of servants. |

childhood. Unmarried persons of the 
mule sex can be distinguished by the 
method of wearing their hair hanging 
down in queues.

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BENEDICT ARNOLD’S WIFE. 


Readable Leaves from the Life His- 
tory of an Unhappy Lady. 
Married Five pays His Court-martial— 
Was Shea Traitor, Tvo?— How She Boast- 
ed of Deceiving Gen. Washington. 


the New York Truth. } 

We catch our first view of this un- 
happy lady on a bright May day in 
1778, when she took part in a famous 
and splendid pageant in Philadelpiia. 


She was then a beautiful girl of 
eighteen—Miss Margaret. Shippen— 
the daughter of an opulent and ancient 
Philadelphia family, and one of the 
‘reigning telles of that town. 
ancestors were among the first settlers 
of Pennsylvania, and her great grand- 
father was the first mayor of Phila- 


family had acquired great possessions, 
and, laying aside the Quaker garb, had 
become members of the Church of 
England. During the controversy be- 

tween the thirteen colonies and ‘the 
king, whith ended in the revoiutionary 
war, Edward Shippen, her father, the 
head of the family, was inclined to the 
king’s side. 

It was May 18, 1778. For many 
months the British army had been 
quartered in Philadelphia, commanded 
by Maj. Gen. William Howe. The 
general had been superseded and wa- 
about to return toEngland. The of- 
ficers of the army, a wealthy class who 
had nothing to civ, seized the occasion 
of his retirement to amuse themselves 
by giving a grand festival in his honor, 
and this was the day upon which it 
was to be held. 

The affair began with a grand re- 
gatta upon the Delaware river, or, 
rather, a loug procession of galleys 
and barges, filled with officers aud 
ladies, which were rowed slowly down 
the whole length of the city, in an 
avenue formed by the shore crowded 
With spectators, and a line of men-of. 
war and transport ships gayly dressed 
with flags and stredmers. At 4:30 in 
the afternoon the barges began to 
move, the oars keeping time tc the 
martial music; and when they had 
arrived opposite Market street they 
lay upon their oars, while the bands 


played “God Save the King,” after 


Which the soldiers gave three cheers. 
Continuing their course, the company 
were conveyed past the city to where 
@ grand tournament was to take place, 
and it wes in this portion of the en- 
tertaiament, that Margaret Shippen 
shone. A spacious field, surrounded 
by troops, had been prepared for the 
Upon one side was stationed 
all-the bands’ of music in the army. 
There were also two pavilions, with 
benches, one «xbove another, filled with 
the most distinguished. ladies of the 
city. 

On the front seat of each of these 
pavilions were placed seven of the 


most beautiful young ladies Pennsy!- 


Vania could boast. They were dressed 
in Turkish costume—trousers, tunics 
and turbins—and in thein turbans 
they wore the favors with which they 
intended cto reward the knights who 
were tocontend in their honor. Among 
those lovely maideus sat Miss Mar- 
garet Shippen. One of the knights 
who figured in the tournament was 
her familiar acquaint- 
ance. Little could either of them 
haye thought, on that bright day, how 
fatally theirdestinies were involved. 
THE TRUMPET SOUNDED, 

the herald appeared. The chailenge 
was deliv. red and the contest occurred, 
which ended without the loss of blood, 
of all concerned. 
At the conclusion of the tournament 
the company was ushered into a mug- 
nificent ball-room, decorated, we are 
told, by cighty-tive mirrors and lighted 
by thirty-four branches of wax can- 
dies. The ball was opened by the 
fourteen bellesin Turkish dress and 
their fourteen knights—one, Lieut. 
Sloper, being the knight who led Miss 
Shippen out to the dance. At ten 
o'clock the windows were throwa op: n 


and a splendid display of fireworks 


was exhibited. 

At12, large folding doors which 
had hitherto been concealed, were sud- 
denly thrown open, which revealed a 
gorgeous saloon 210 feet long, 40 feet 
wide and 22 feet high, with tiree al- 
coves on each side. This was the sup- 
perroom. Uponthe table were 1,200 
dishes. As the guests centered a gr at 
number of black slaves’ in oriental 
costumes, ringed in two lines, bowed 
to the ground. This vast apartment 
was one splendor of wax lights, rib 
bons, mirrors and silver plate. One of 
the regular toasts of the occasion wa- 
** Miss Shipton and Her Knight.” Af- 
ter supper the compauy returned to 
the ball room and kept up the dance 
until 4 in the morning, resching their, 
homes at sunrise. | 

The festival, as Major Andre re 
marks, was the most splendid ever 
given by any army to its chief. And 
little, indeed, had the chief done to de- 
serve it. An ola officer of the British 
army, who preceived the folly of pay- 
ing such exiravagant honors to a gen- 
erai who had won no victories, said 
gadiy: .** What Washingtoa say 
to this?” 

Exactly a month from that day ther 
British army evacuated Philadelphia, 
and away they sped across-Jersey with 
Gen. Washington at their heels. A 
day or two after a body of American 
troops marched iu, commanded by 
Gen. Benedict Arnold. ~All was 
changed. The red coats had disap- 
peared—blue coats were in the as- 
cendant, and the new Yankee generai 
was the foremost min in the city. 
Arnold, a vain, weuk man, ever fond 
af display and luxury, appropriated 
himself one of the bandsomest 
houses jn the town, where he set up a 
costly establishment, kept great 
many seryanis, gave splendid dinners 
and maintained a handsome equipage 
‘drawao by four horses—a scale of ex- 
penses utterly incompstible — either 
with his fortune or his pay. No one, 
however, knew at the time that to 
majntain the costly pomp he was 
eoneerjged in speculations unworthy 
ef an officer and gentleman, and 
sometimes used the public money 
that passed through his Hands. 

In inviting bis guests, as the patri 


otic portion of the people remarked 


with surprise, lie was as: likely to se- 
lect tories as whigs. He seemed to 
court the adherents of the king, and 
he frequently had at his table the 


wives and daughters of public enemies, 
‘who had been publicly pro-cribed and 


had fohnd refauge with the enemy in 
New York. Among the families who 
attracted his regard was that of Ed- 
ward Shippen, and he was soon ob- 
served to pay particular court to his 
daughter Margaret. Arnold was then 
a widower, thirty-eight years of age, 
just twenty years older than the young 
lady. Ere long he formaily: asked 
her hand from her father, 
father consenting, he addressed the 


. ’ daughter and they were engaged. 


_IN THE MEANTIME 


Arnold had become so odious by his 
extravagance, and his insolent, over- 
bearing conduct to the people, that 
Congress was obliged to take cogni- 
zance of the fact. On the very eve of 
his marriage he was ordered to he 
tried by court-martial. Miss Shippen, 
however, was true to her engagement, 
and married him five days after. The 
court-martial, as every one knows, 
sentenced him to be reprimanded by 
Gen. Washington, and he was repri- 
manded accordingly. 

“Our profession,” said Gen. Wash- 
ington to him, “is the chastest of all; 
even the shadow of a fault tarrgishes 
the lustre of our finest achievements. 
The least inadvertence may rob us of 
the public favor, so hard to be acquired. 
I reprehend you for having forgotten 
that in proportion as you had rendered 
yourself formidable to your enemies 
you should have beep guarded and 


fem perate in your deportment toward

and her |. 


your fellow citizens. Exhibit anew 
those noble qualities which have 
placed you on the list of our mest 
valuable command:rs. I will myself 
furnish you, as far as it may be in my 
power, with opportunities of regain- 
ing the esteem of our country.” 

This was more like a eulogium than 
a reprimand, but it did not touch the 
heart of Arnold, who went from tle 


gain the esteem of his country, but to 
betray that country, 

A year passed away. He was in 
command at West Point, in corres- 
pondence with the enemy. Whether 
she shared: her husband’s secret during 
those months of preparation will, per- 
haps, never be known with certainty. 
Just before the exposition of the treason 
at West Point, Arnold sent for his wife 
and child to join him; and I have seen 
the letter which he wrote her on this 
occasion, telling herthe best way of 
reaching him, aud at what houses she 
should stopon theroad. She had not 
been many days at West Point when 
the treason was discovered. 

Arnold and his wife were seated at 
the breakfast table with Hamilton, 
Lafayette and xn aid. In the midst of 
the meal a horseman alighted at the 
door, and a moment later a letter was 
placed in Arnold’s hands which in- 
formed him of his ruin. He controlled 
his countenance, rose quictly from the 
table, and beckoned his wifeto follow 
him. They went up stairs to their. 
room, where lay their infant child, aud 
there he told her that he was a ruined 
man and must fly that instant for his 
life. She fell senseless to the floor. 
Leaving her there, he rushed fr: m the 
room, hurried down stairs, sent some 
ove to ber assistance, and then returned 
tothe breakfast room. He told his 
guests that General Washington was 
coming, and he must make haste to 
prepare for his reception. Ife mounted 
the horse of the messenger who 
brought the letter, and galloped away. 

COL. HAMILTON 


has left us an interesting account of 
Mrs. Arnold’s demeanor after her hus- 
‘band’s departure. He says she re- 
meined frantic all day, and accused 
every one who approached ber of an 
intention to murder her child. She 
continued, he says, to rave until she 
was utterly exhausted. But Col. Burr, 
in his old age, was accustomed to give 
a very different account of the matter. 
He had known Mrs. Arnold from her 
infancy, and he elways declared that 
she knew all about her husband’s trea- 
son the beginning, and he us:-d 
tu relate a scene which he said he wit- 
nessed at the house of Mrs. Prevost, 
whom he afterward married, which 
somewhat confirnrs his opinion. 

Mrs. Arnold, it will be remembered, 
was sent home to her father, escorted 
by a party of horsemen, and remained 
for the night at the house of Mrs. Pre- 
vost, where Col. Burr was. Mrs. Ar- 
nold, he said, burst into the room 
dressed in a riding habit, and was 
about to speak to the lady of the 
house, when, seeing him in the dim 
light of the apartment, and not recog- 
nizing him, she asked anxiously: 

“am I safe? Is this gentleman a 
friend*” 

Upon discovering who he was, she 
told them how he had deceived Gen. 
Washington, Col. Hamilton, and other 
American officers by her frantic out- 


only knew of the treason, but that it 
was she who had induced her husband 
to commit it. 

This was Col. Burr’s story, to which 
the reader muy attach the credit which 
he thinks 1t deserves. Arnold him- 
self dovs not say that she was ignor- 
ant of his intention to surrender the 
fortress. In,the well-known letter 
which he sent back to Gen. Washing- 
ton from the Vulture, he says: 

“From the kKuown humanity of your 

bxbeitchcy, I am induced to ask your 
protection for Mrs. Arnold from every 
insult and injury that a mistaken 
vengeance of my country may expose 
her to. It ought to fall only on me; 
she is as good and as innocent as an 
angel, and is incapable of doing 
wrong.” 
The authorities of Pennsylvania be- 
lieved, with Burr, that she was a trai-. 
tor. Her papers were seized,.and al- 
though nothing Was found in them to 
criminate her, she was not permitted to 
remain «at her father’s house, which 
she said she desired to do. Her 
father oilfered to give security that, 
during the war, she would write no 
letters to her husband, and’send to the 
government unopened any ietters she 
might receive from him. — His offer 
was refused, and they oidered her to 
depart and not to return during the 
war. Being then obliged to join her 
busband in New York she soon recov- 
ered her spirits and shone in society, to 
use the ilanvuage of the time, as “a star 
of the first magnitude”’ In England, 
too, whither she accompanied her hus- 
band, she attracted much attention 
for her beauty, and was much. flat- 
tered in tory circles. The British 
vovernment gave Arnold, in compensa- 
tion for his American losses, something 
less than £7,000, and settled upon 
his family a pension of £1,000 a year, 
which was to be continued as long as 
either the husband or wife survived. 
Their family increased in England. 
Arnold tinding himsélf pinched upon 
an income of €1,300 per annum, went 
upon a trading voyage to Halifax, 
with what success is not known. It 
was thought by some that he was glad 
to leave England tor a while to escape 
the contempt in which he was held 
even by those who had employed him. 
Arnold iived to 1804, when she 
died, aged forty-three years. The 1n- 
fant whom she held in her arms, as de- 
scribed above, é: tered the British army 
in 1798, rose to the rank of lieutenant 
general} and was still living as late as 
1851. One of her grandchildren is a 
clergyman in the church of England, 
and, it is said, a very worthy gentle- 
man, Who has conversed with A‘neri- 
can visitors upon his grandfather in a 
rational and becoming manner. Two 
of her sons settled in Canada, where 
they acquired competent estates and 
were living 1n 1820.

Waste Piaces in Michigan. 

The burned regions of Michigan 
have been visited by a correspondent 
of the Detroit Free Press. He says: 
“Every half mile brings to view, as 
you sail on the Au Sable, an open 
space in the forests many acres in ex- 
tent. There are thick blackened tree 
trunks on the ground, protruding in 
all directions from their shroud of 
green underbrush. A more impressive 
spectacle are the dead pine trees still 
standing on these open areas, black 
around the roots, and reaching as_ 
straight as a dart-a hundred feet in the 
air.

Deer Increase in the Lower Foot- 

Since, in the lfower foothills, the 
market hunters have become scarce 
and the Indians have disappeared ai- 
most entirely, deer have increased in 
numbers. When the Fotsom Sports- 
men’s Club was out for a two-days’ 
encampment near Latrobe last week, 
several deer were seen by members of 
the party within a few hundred yards 
of the railroud, and a fine buck was 
killed within five minutes’ walk of the 
railroad station where the party had 
their camp. The belief 1s that the 
deer Go not simply “come down” and 
sojourn there during the winter, but 
that they brecd there and remain in 
the greasewood and chapparal thickets 
the year round. There have been no 
fires of late years in that vicinity, 
hence the forests have become heavy 
and afford excellent protection for the 
deer. If the present tavorable condi- 
tions are maintained for a few years 
longer it will be an easy matter for an 
experienced deer hunter to get off a 
‘railroad train and bag his game before 
the rumble of the cars ceases to ring 
in his ears. We trust the farmers in 
these foothills will continue to protect 
the deer by killing only as many as 
they can use for food, and restricting 
shooting iu their woods to a respect- | 
able limit.—! Sacramento Bee. 


Easy-Going Trout Fishing. 
The San Francisco Exchange tells 
of a trout pond a few miles from the 
city, where anyone can go and—by 
paying for his fun—enjoy a day’s 
trout-fishing. Says the Exchange: 
“IIere the fisherman may cast his line 
with the perfect certainty of bagging 
all the trout he cares to carry away 
with him. if he wants sport and not 
quantity be may use the fly, to which 
late in the eveving the trout’ rise well. 
The pond is not more than thirty 
yards in area, and was stocked some 
years ago by Mr. Knowles, who owns 
the property on which it is situated. 
When the angler is tired of fly-fishing, 
fresh saimon roe will enable him to fill 
his basket. At the close of the day 


the fish are weighed and charged for 


by the proprietor at the rate of fifty 
cents a pound. In the long run this 
is more economical than going off forty 
or fifty miles for a day’s fishing, and 
often, after paying railway fares and 
hotel rates, returning with an empty 
basket. Of course there is not the 
sport to be enjoyed in the open stream 
or lake, but there is the fish, and if the 
angler is gifted .with a lively imagina- 
tion, he can weave a romance about 
every trout, and describe the time and 
trouble he experienced iu bringing his 
lish to bug. And with a large major- 
ity the Opportunities for yarn spinning 
that anghog affords is no less enjoya- 
ble than the actual sport.

Have these pieces half a yard deep at 
the longest side, in the corner em- 
broider aspray of flower; where the 
satin or silk end joins the center part 
of the scarf put a row of fancy 
stitches. A dark crimson felt scarf 
with one end light blue, the other of 
crimson shaded to brown is very hand- 
some. 

An entree specially designed to ac- 
company roast pork is made in this 
way: Peel as many potatoes as will 
cover the bottom of a deep pie dish. 
Sprinkle half a teaspoonful of dry 
sage overthem. Cut a small onion in 
thin slices, and spread them over this. 
Add salt and pepper and little lumps 
of butter, according to your taste. 
Cover the bottom of the dish with 
water and bake ina moderate oven. 

A pretty way to decorate plush pan- 
els for an evening: is to arrange spray 
of flowers, either natural or artificial. 
and tie it with a satin ribbon, and 
hang it in a graceful, carefully careless 
way on the panel. 
Mush made this way is excellent: 
Boil a quart of water. Stir a pint of 
cold milk with one pint of corn’ meal 
and one tablespoonful of salt. “Pour 
this into the boiling water gradually, 
and let it all boil for half an hour. 
Watch it carefully to prevent burning. 
A good way to extract the juice of 
beef for an invalid is to broil the beef 
ona gridiron for a few minutes, and 
then squeeze the juice from it witha 
lemon-squeezer. Put a little salt with 
it. This may be given as the sick one 
prefers, cold or hot, or it may be 
frozen and given in small lumps. 
Country housewives who “must wait 
long for the oyster, are obliged to in- 
vent dishes for tea which may take its 
place. ‘*Veal oysters’? will sometimes 
do this. Cut the vealin small squares, 
dip in butter, and fry until brown in 
hot lard. Serve while very hot, with a 
pinch of cayenne pepper and plenty of 
salc on them. >. 

A very ornamental stand-cover or 

small table-cover is made by cutting a 

piece of felt the exact size and shape 

of the table-top. If the table has a 

scalloped or pointed top, the cover 

must have also.

The best way to procure chestnut 
trees is to plant the nuts where the 
trees are to ag Plant them when 
fresh, in the fall, three inches deep, 
cover the ground with boards and then 
with straw, and. remove these in the 
spring.

crumbs; three tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter. Put the cream or stock on to 
boil. Mix the flour and butter ~to- 
gether, and stir into the boiling 
cream; then add the chicken and sea- 
soning. Boil for two minutes; then 
add two of the eggs, well beaten. 
Take fiom the fire immediately 
and set away to cool. When cold, 
shape and fry. Many people think a 
teaspoonful of chopped parsley an im- 
provement. 

The Caterer for this month thus 
tells how to griddle oysters: For this 
purpose select the largest and finest 
oysters, drain the juice thoroughly 
fromthem. Have the griddle hot and 
butter it well; then lay the oysters 
upon it, in single layer, and when they 
are cooked brown on one side, turn it 
upon the other and brown that also; 
while they are cooking, a small piece 
of butter may be added; this, combin- 
ing with the juice given out by the 
oyster, forms a brown skin on the grid- 
dle, and is the very quintessence ot 
oyster flavor. When done to a nice 
brown, remove all, oysters and skin, 
with a tin slice; put them ona hot 
plate and pour over them plain melted 
butter, seasoned witha little cayenne 
pepper. One who has never eaten 
oysters prepared in this manner does 
not know what the flaver of an oyster 
really is. Try it, and if you have any

The Sanitary Peril on the Farm’ 
Farmers often dilate upon the 
pure air and healthy surround- 
ings of the country where they 
have the good to live. 
Nature has done much for the 
country, but few farmers have 
studied the effect of an improper 
arrangement of necessary con- 
veniences about buildings. 
The weil is, perhaps, the 
most important ‘matter relating 
to health on the farm. Pure 
water is as necessary as pure 
air, and few have studied all the 
scources of impurity in water. 
It is quite common to find the 
well, the bar nvard and the 
privy not far separated from 
each other. It is).a prevalent 


‘jdea that if the well be on high- 


er ground, there is) no danger of 
contaminating the water. It 
does not seem to le understood 
that the position of the well is 
to be considered from its bottom 
and not from its top. <A drain 
draws towards its) bottom, and 
the deeper a well is, the sreater 
the distance it will drain. It is 
quite true that the natural for- 

mation of the earth about a well 
has something .to do with the 


determination of water toward it.

A clayey soil is the greatest 
safeeuard against filtration 
much of a distante, and what 
filters’ through /it gets pretty 
well purified. Clay is-a_ great 
absorbent’ of effete nitrogenous 
matters—the vere dangerous 
matters that get into water. Té 


has ‘the power of holding am- 


monia, which is given ott by dle— 
caying matter. 

A layer of clay, from one to

lies sand or gravel, and then the 

water that filters through it is, 
well purified ‘before it 
reaches the gravel. this 
can not always be depended up- 


on. Hon. George Geddes men- 
tions. a chemical. professor, at 


Syracuse, N. Y., who, determin- 
ed to make sure of the ‘best water, 

bored through twenty feet of clay 
and struck a layer ot gn ‘avel, He 
now thought himself. assured. of 
absolutely pure water. But what 


~ was his surprise on finding the 


witer so offensive that the stench 


from its boiling could not be 
borne. On inquiry, it was found 


that this layer of clay was very 
thin some eighty roils distant.and 
the gravel came near the surface, 


go that.the privies of that part of 


the city leached into. that layer 
of gravel—hence his vile ‘water. 

On an elevated stretch of land, 
where. the wind réaches it from 
side, alow type of fever 
(typhoid) sometimes appears, 
and.so puzzles good people as to 
its cause, that they would fain 
attribute it to a special provi- 
dence. But it 1s a special punish- 
ment, resulting trom drinking 
bad water. Typhoid fever nev- 
er comes except as the result of 
bad water or impure air. . It fre- 
quently comes from poisoning | 
the well, as we have said, bt fil- 
tration from the privy or barn- 
yard, or from the slops the 
kitchen. The privy should al- 
ways havea concrete or absolute- 
ly water-tight vault, to arrange 
that the contents can easily be 
taken to the field, where its fer- 
tilizing matter will largely over- 
pay all the labor. required. 

Dry, sifted ashes, or road 
dust, should always be kept at 
hand, and asmall quantity be 
thrown into the vault every day. 
This wili deodorize the coutents 
and preserve its/fertilizing value. 
Slops should always be conduct- 
ed by atight drain into a vat, 
half filled with earth. When 
filled, let it be hauled, earth and 
all, to the field or manure pile, 
and all will be saved, and the air 
kept pure —National Live Stock 
Journal, |

Marks of a Good Cow. | 

Those who keep but one or two 
cows naturally want them for 
general purposes, do not want a 
mere butter cow nor yet a mere 
milk animal, but one which com- 
bines both in as great a degree 
2s can be found. Such cows 
are not plentiful,gwe admit, or, 
at least, are not often for sale at 
a moderate price, so that when 
they are offered, it behooves|: 
would-be purchasers to be able 
to tell them. 

We do not believe in very 
small cows, nor yet in large; 
heavy animals, as neither, as a 
rule, are capable of filling the 
bill, the former too often fall- 
ing "short in the quantity, while 
the large ones are apt to run too 
much flesh to make them profi- 
table dairy animals. The me- 
dium sized ones invariably pros 
duce the best results, and a heavy 
milker and a large butter maker 
is seldom fat, as the majority of 
the food she consumes is con- 
verted into milk and butter. 
The head should be fine and 
bony, with small horns, large, 
mealy nose and shapely ears. 
The base of the horns and the 
inside of the ears should be of 
a bright golden colors We have 
never yet seen an animal with 
horns and ears well colored 


make a fine quality of butter 
and highly colored. Jt is an 
unmistakable: sign. The body 
should be of ¢ oood size, and the 
width and depth rapidly i increase 
as it runs tothe rear or hind 
quarters. The milk veins should 
be large and prominent, and the 
udder need not necessarily be 
large, so it is not meaty, but 
is very small when* milked out. 
The teats should be of good size, 
and only have a single hole 
in each; we have seen quite 
a number with teats having two 
holes, 
and sott, while the skin should 
be pliable, and a!most as soft 
to the touch as velvet or kid. 
In color it should be tinged deep- 
ly with yellow, especially on the 
shoulders and flank and along 
the back. Cvlor of the hair is 
rather a secondary matter,though 
the best cows are generally yel- 
low, fawn gray or white, with 
dark marks edged with yellow. 
Black cows but seldom prove 
to be good general purpose 
ones, though, of course, there are 
exceptions frequently met with.

Given a mare that isa fair 
milker, that is not overworked 
or abused in any way, and her 
colt ought to look fat and slick 
while suckling. It is often said 
‘“That’s a nice colt,” of animals 
which, when a year or two old, 
are pronouncea ‘“‘miserable 
scrubs.” Especial care should be 
given them at weaning time and 
soon after, especially if they are 
weaned late in the season.. It 
is hard treatment to take a colt 
which has been having its dam’s 
milk and good grass, and when 
cold weather comes on deprive it 
of the milk and force it to de- 
pend on, unaccustomed dry food. 
It is better to wean them while 
still ongrass, it of reasonable age, 
accustoming them to grain “at 
the same time, if this has not 
been done before, as 1t should be 
wherever this is practical. Oats 
we count the best tood for colts, 
but corn may be mixed with this 
without injury. A healthful 
colt will withstand a good deal 
of poor freatment without seem- 
ing the worse for it, but this is 
not a sufficient reason. for eX pos- 
ing them. Colts and young 
horses can be kept in fair con- 
dition in winter, oftentimes with- 
out shelter; but it is usually 
cheaper and every way better to 


+give them good shelter, saving a 


part of the food otherwise nec— 
essary.

BULL RUN- 


How the First News of the Disaster of 
1861 Reached Washington. 

Probably the best description of , the 
wild stampede which followed the bat- 
tle of Bull Run ever printed, appear- 
ed in the Pittsburg Dispatch recently. 
The historian is Kennedy Marshall, of 
Butler, Pa., a prominent lawyer, and 
brother to Thomas Marshall, who some 
weeks ago declined’ a nomination on 
Cameron’s State ticket. Mr. Marshall 
at the date of the battle was a member 
of the Pennsylvania Legislature, and 
with hundreds of persons had followed 
the army to see the rebels crushed by 
McDowell. Mr. Marshall was ac- 
cumpanied by Henry J. Raymond, ed- 
itor of the New York Times, and Dr. 
Russeil, the famous war correspond- 
of the London Times. 

‘* Raymond, Russell, and 1,” began 
Mr. Marshall, ‘* were seated on the 
roadside, taking lunch at 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon. While we were talking 
together we héard locomotives whist- 
ling over on the Manassas Railfoad. 
The trains‘stopped in a cut, out of 
sight. Pretty soon out marched a lot 
of soldiers i in gray, with a stand of 
brigade colors, and it came at a double- 
quick across the field. It was Kirby 
Smith with the last installment of 
Johnson’s army from Winchester, 
which had eluded Patterson. The 
panic which seized our 
troops when these fresh fighters hurled 
themselves at the Union lines, already 
tottering with exhaustion, was wilder 
than anything in military history 
since three Austrian soldiers, coming 
-out of the woods to surrender after 
the battle of Solferino, put the whole 
French army to rout fora time. Reg- 
iments that had stood up to their work 
bravely since 9 o’clock ia the morning, | 
melted away ina few minutes at the 
sight of the gray charging columns. 
There was u0 knowing what force 
was behind Smith, and Hunter’s men 
did not wait co see. They took the 
road to Centreviile, pell-mell, every 
man for himslf. The infantry charged 
their own batteries, cut the horses 
loose, jumped-on their backs and went 
to the rear ona gallop. Russell dis- 
appearedon the tide at the top of his 
speed. Raymond drifted away from 
me, and I did not let many pass me in 
the race myself. It was the further 
the faster, and after covering what 
seemed to me about five miles, I 
dropped exhausted beside the road ‘to 
rest. 

“By-and-by Raymond came along. 
He had found his barouche and be 
took mein. We whirled along in the 
crush of ambulances, artillery horses, 
privates, officers and camp-followers 
on foot, ladies and politicians in car- 
riages, and 200 or 300. steers, all mak- 
ing the best of their way to Washing- 
ton. A drove of cattle had been driven 
out behind the army to be slaughter- 
ed after the battle. © They were stam- 
peded with the rest and added to tlie 
confusion. 

“IT got over the Long bridge at Wash- 
ington at 9 o’clock, just as the counter- 
sign was being given out for the 
nicht. I rode up to Willard’s Hotel, 
through streets crowded with people, 
wild with excitement over the favora- 
ble dispatches that had come in from 
the front. The brass bands were ‘out 
in force, and somebody was making 
arousing ‘On to Richmond’ speech 
from the balcony of the hotel. I 
walked into the office, under the sound 
of his inspiring words knowing bow 
soon these cheers would be hushed to 
whispers of affright. Chadwick was 
keeping the hotel then, and as It 
pushed up to the desk he stidred a 
me, bare-headed and streaming with 
dirt and sweat as I was, and “finally 
recognizing me, asked where I had 
been. and w vhat was the matter. 

“I come from the front. Me Dowell 
is licked out of his boots, and the 
wreck of our army is not far behind. 
“Chadwick dived back into his pri- 
vate oftice with a scared face, and ina 
few minutes came back and took me 
with him. 

“There sat Gen. Mansfield, who was 
in command of the troops around 
Washington, with a bottle of cham- 
pagne before him. 

«Mr. Chadwick informs me, sir, 
that you report our aimy retreating. 
Are you a military man, sir?’ 

‘No, sir,’ 

oind * hen, how do you know, sir, that 
they were not merely making a change 
of front or executing some other mili- 
tary maneuver, sir? 

= “Well, General, ’I replied as calmly 
as I could, while the gray-haired old 
martinet eyed me sternly, *‘I saw whole 
regiments throw down their guns and 
take to the woods. I saw artillery 
men cut their horses loose from the 
guns and caissons and gallop away. 
T saw officers, men, Congressmen and 
Texas steers running neck and neck 
down the road. toward Washingtoa, 
and steers were the only things that 
had their tails up. It may have been 
a change of front, as you say, but——’ 

“sI don't believe a single word of 
it,’ broke in the General, who had lis- 
tened to me with evident impatience. 

“Good evening,’ I replied, and 
walked out of the door. The crowd 
had got the news by this time from 
Chadwick, and I was almost pulled to 
pieces. Somebody noticed that I was 
wearing gray su:t, and shouted: 
‘He's a rebel. - There were several sug- 
mons that I be lynched for attempt- 

wo stimuiate a rising of the rebel 
element in the city. Mansfieid hur- 
ried off to theeWar Department, and 
pretty soon a sergeant and a squad of 
soldiers came for me’ and took me to 

the department. President Lincoln 
and his entire Cabinet were there, with 

old Gen. Scott, anxiously waiting for 
news from the ‘front. Simon Camervn 
bad known me as a member of the 
Legislature, and vouched for my loyal- 
ty. There was very little said while I 
told my story briefly. 

“The President ‘sat with his head 
bent down upon his hand, and was-ev- 
idently very much depressed. 
Cameron, then Secretary of War, was 
the coolest head in the Cabinet. He 
immediately consulted with Scott as to 
hurrying reinforcements across the Po- 
tomac, and orders were issued to stop 
all fugitives at Long Bridge. 

asked me very few questions, but after 
I had told my story and was dismissed 
the newspaper correspondents nearly 
devoured me. Just as I came out of 
the War Department I met one of 
General McDowell’s aids bringing in 
the report of his commander's de- 
feat.”

The City Council met last evening, 
President Moran in the chair. 
The minutes of the last meeting were. 
read and approved. 
The report of the Mayor on the sale of 
water for the month, $1236, was referred 
to the Finance Committee, 
The report of the City Auditor was re- 
ferred to the same committee. 
The report of the Zanjero recommend- 
ing that Mr. Coulter take charge of canal 
and reservoir ditch was adopted. 
His report recommending the discharg- 
ing of four Zanja hands was adopted. 
His report that the pipe on No. 6-1 ditch 
was not large enough was referred to the 
Zanja Committee. 

The monthly report of Zanjero showing 
sales of water to be $1236, was referred to 
the Finance Committee. 


The deeds of W. H. Workman and L. 
M. Breed, for right of way to land east 
side,of the railroad for street purposes, 
were referred to Board of Public Works. 

The Surveyor presented estimate of cost 
of Mott alley. Filed. 

The Street Superintendent reported San 
Fernando street sewer No. 2 completed. 
Clerk instructed to publish usual notices. 

The communication of the Health Of- 
ficer in regard to public sewer in Nigger 
Alley was referred to the Committee on 
Sewers. 

A number of bills were referred to the 
Finance Committee. 

Resolution fixing salary of Health Of- 
ficer at $150 was adopted. 

The Board of Public Works report as 
follows: 

On petition of Joseph Howe and others. 
on grading their_property on Hill street, 
between Temple and Courthouse streets, 
recommend its denial. Adopted, 

On resolution to establish the grade of 
Main street, from Washington to Cal- 
fornia street, was adopted. 

Petition of R. Nudeau for stairway to 
basement on First street, Nadeau Block, 
was granted. 3 

Recommendation that Thomas Copley 
be paid $1720 for grading Fort street, 
front Sixth to Ninth, was adopted. 

A resolution ordering the grading of 
Mott Alley was adopted. 

A resolution establishing grade of Sand 
street, from Montreal street to Cemetery 
avenue, was adopted. 

A recommendation that the Clerk be 
instructed to readvertise for proposals to 
grade Virgin street, between Yale street 
and upper Main street, and Buena Vista 


was adopted. 

A recommendation that the City Sur- 
veyor establish lines and propose grades 
of Pleasant street, from Summit avenue 
to Echaudin street; Aliso avenue from 
Pleasant street to Chicago street, and 
Aliso avenue extension to the city limits. 
Adopted. 

The Committee on Finance reported as 
follows: Recommended that the sum of 
$27 be refunded O. W. Childs on piping. 
Adopted. 

Find the bid'‘of Marley & Freeman, for 
printing 500 copies of ordinances and reso- 
lutions, is. the lowest, and recommend 
that they be given the contract. Adopted. 

On petition of Riley, Graham & Co., 
agents for W. H. Hill for permission to 
pay his delinquent taxes on lot 1, block-37, 
Haneock’s survey for 1870, ’71, ’72, recom- 
mended that the clerk be instructed to 
mark them paid after payment.

Recommend that reservoir No. 5 be 
raised about six feet.

Mr. Schroeder moved that the Board of 
Public Works repair the fountain in front 
of Temple Block.

The petition of Howland and others for 
electric masts at Seventh and Alameda 
streets was filed. 

The Committee on Water Supply re- 
ported as follows: | 

1. Frank Lecouvrieur and H. J. Steven- 
son are nominated as members of the 
Board of Engincers, who, in connection 
with the City Surveyor, shall make sur- 
.veys and prepare plans for a. system of 
irrigation for the city. 

2. That the said engineers shall con- 
tract with the city to complete their la- 
bors in three months. 

3. That the salaries of said engineers, 
other than the City Surveyor, shall be 
$150 per month. 

4. That the board of engineers shall be 
allowed for assistants and for all expenses 
connected with said survey, the sum not 
to exceed $900. 

5, That the City Attorney shall prepare 
contracts with the appointees of the 
Council, in accordance with above re- 
commendation. 

6. That the City Surveyor shall be ex- 
officio member of the board of surveyors 
and shall serve in such capacity b¥ virtue 
of his office. 

This report elicited considerable debate, 
in which Messrs. Schieffelin, Moore, 
Schroeder, Ryan and others participated, 
but the report was unanimously adopted. 

The report of special committee on 
board bills of city prisoners was received. 
It showed that the city has been charged 
illegally with the board of certain prison- 
ers.. Report adopted.

DEATH’S DOINGS. 


Héavy Death'List for thefHealthiest 
City in the World. 


Two Sudden Deaths and Two Inquests—Ver- 
dict, Death from Natural Causes— 
A Mining Expert Dies of 
Consumption. — 


Yesterday was a busy day for Coroner 
Nadeau, he having two inquests on hand, 
and rumors of more in prospect. About 
7 o’clock yesterday morning Mrs. Mary 
Collins, the chambermaid of the United 
States-Hotel, found a boarder named Ed- 
ward Duncan sitting in a chair close to 
the foot of his bed, and, on making a fur- 
ther examination, found him dead. The 
Coroner was immediately notified and had 
the remains twken to the morgue. A jury 
was summoned, which met at 1:30 yester- 
day afternoon at Ponet & Orr’s undertak- 
ing establishment. 

Wm. Klockenbrink, day\ clerk at the 
United States Hotel, identified the de- 
ceased as E. Duncan, who had stopped at 
the house, off and on, several times; that 
he was quiet and non-communicative, and 
that he last registered on October 2d, but 


did not give any residence. That he (the 
‘clerk) was notitied by the chambermaid 
yesterday morning that Duncan was sit- 
ting in his chair, dead. Went to his*room 
and found him dead sitting in bis chair, 
with his vest already on and appearing to 
have died in the act of pulling on his 
pantaloons. | 

Mrs. Mary Collins, chambermaid of 
the hotel, testified that she first saw the 
deceased last Sunday, and that he 
complained of being sick, and since that 
time he has been confined to his room. 
Sometimes the boys waited on him and 
sometimes he would ask her for adrink of 
water. She saw him sitting iu the chair 
on Friday evening about 5:40 in the same 


as he frequently sat in the chair, she 
thought nothing of it, though he did not 
move nor speak. Saw him last yesterday 
morning (Friday) at 9 o’clock and noti- 
fied the clerk. 

The jury viewed the body, and, from 
its appearance and the condition of the 
room in which he was found, as well as 
the Coroner’s medical opinion, decided 
that he died from enlargement of the 
liver and bloody flix. 

The deceased was a stout man, about 
six feet high,with gray hair, and evidently 
one who had done much hard work. On 
his person was found a letter dated Glen- 
brook, June 25,1882, and mailed the same 
day at Carson City, Nev., signed Paul 
Duncan; a card of VY. Geleich, M.D.; a 
bankbook on the Hibernia Bank, showing 
a balance of $1657.31; gold, $35; silver, 
$1.50; greenbacks, 35, a silver watch, gold 
chain, charm, leather portmonaie, knife 
and spectacles, which are in the hands of 
the Coroner. The latter has telegraphed 
to the Hibernia Bank for some particulars 
of his history and to know something of 
his relations. | 

The other inquest was held yesterday 
afternoon. Rosa Moreli, a native of Italy, 
26 years of age, was found dead in her 
rooms on Buena Vista street yesterday 
morning. When going to bed Friday night 
was suffering from intense pains in the 
bowels. She laid down with head toward 
foot of bed, and must thus have died, as 
she was found in the same position yes- 
terday, and her face black. She died 
from a flow of blood to the head or 
apoplexy. She was the wife of one 
Eduardo Bertholdo, an Italian, whose 
whereabouts are unknown, Verdict — 
Death caused by natural causes. No 
postinortem. 

Yesterday morning Ponet & Orr buried 
in Evergreen cemetery the remains of 
William Lane, a mining expert, who died 
on Friday evening on Upper New High 
street, of consumption. The deceased was 
thirty-five years old, but his hair was 
as white as snow, while his mustache was 
very black.
